ERCB  MAILING  LIST  POLICY 

The  Board  maintains  a  large  and  cumbersome  mailing  list,  by  which  multiple 
copies  of  free  documents  and  publications  are  mailed.  The  present  size  of 
these  mailing  lists,  frequency  of  address  and  name  changes,  and  maintenance 
difficulties,  and  the  fact  that  the  lists  include  duplications  and  parties 
that  no  longer  require  information,  have  caused  the  Board  to  redesign  this 
mailing  system.  Effective  1  August  1980,  the  main  features  of  the  Board's 
new  mailing  system  and  policy  are  as  follows: 

1  The  new  system  allows  you  to  request  the  items  you  need  to  receive. 
Each  type  of  publication  or  document  mailed  from  the  Board  has  its 
own  list  (see  Appendix  I  attached) . 

2  Each  company  is  required  to  maintain  its  status  on  the  lists.  Over 
the  next  few  months  and  annually  from  now  on,  a  letter  will  be  sent 
to  each  company  on  Board  mailing  lists  requesting  confirmation  of  its 
need  for  each  item.    If  confirmation  is  not  received,  the  mailing  will 
be  discontinued. 

3  All  requests  for  placement  on  mailing  lists  must  be  made  in  writing 
to  the  Assistant  Manager,  Administrative  Services,  ERCB. 

4  The  oil  and  gas  "general"  mailing  list  or  "operators*  list*'',  as  well 
as  the  coal,  pipeline,  and  hydro  and  electric  lists  are  no  longer  in 
existence.    They  have  been  replaced  by  a  series  of  lists,  each 
pertaining  to  a  particular  item  of  mail. 

5  Mailing  lists  for  Acts  and  Regulations  revisions  (office  consolidations) 
are  discontinued,  as  all  revisions  are  announced  by  Publication  Notice; 
revisions  are  available  free  of  charge  from  the  Board  office, 

6  Board  orders  and  approvals  for  oil  and  gas  will  only  be  mailed  to 
parties  on  the  field  operator  mailing  lists,  with  the  exception  of 
the  market  demand  order  (MD) .    Coal,  pipeline,  and  hydro  and  electric 
orders  and  approvals  will  not  be  distributed  on  mailing  lists.  All 
Board  orders  and  approvals  are  available  in  the  Records  Centre,  and 
all  oil  and  gas  orders  are  summarized  in  the  monthly  Summary  of  Orders 
and  Approvals,  which  you  may  receive  free  of  charge  on  a  mailing  list. 
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7  Each  company  must  maintain  its  status  on  the  field  operator  mailing 
lists .     In  order  to  receive  Board  orders,  approvals,  notices,  and 
notices  of  hearing  for  any  oil  or  gas  field,  you  must  notify  the 
Board  that  you  are  an  operator  or  other  interested  party  in  that  field. 
In  the  next  few  months,  and  annually  from  now  on,  a  letter  will  be 
sent  to  all  companies  on  field  lists  requesting  an  update  of  fields  in 
which  they  operate.     If  confirmation  of  fields  is  not  received,  the 
mailings  will  be  discontinued.    New  fields  can  be  added  to  your  records 
by  written  notification  to  the  Board  at  any  time.    Only  one  copy  of  any 
document  is  mailed  on  field  lists. 

8  Extra  copies  of  free  documents  cost  the  Board  and  industry  added 
expense  in  paper,  printing,  mailing,  and  handling.     The  Board  encourages 
industry  to  evaluate  the  number  of  copies  requested  and  to  consolidate 
mailings  to  one  department  within  the  company. 

9  The  address  must  include: 

correct  company  name 
correct  street  address 
and  mailing  address 
city,  province  or  state 
postal  or  zip  code. 

If  necessary  for  internal  mail  delivery,  it  may  include  the  department 
name  or  person *s  title.    However,  due  to  the  volume  of  staff  changes, 
it  MAY  NOT  INCLUDE  A  PERSONAL  NAME. 

While  the  conversion  period  may  cause  some  confusion,   the  increased 
control  and  selectivity  of  the  new  system  will  provide  visible  benefits 
to  you.    Your  co-operation  is  appreciated.

TO:     All  Developers  of  Alberta  Energy  Resources 


ENVIRONMENTAL  IMPACT  ASSESSMENTS 


Developers  of  Alberta's  energy  resources  are  generally  aware  that  the 
Minister  of  the  Environment  may,  at  his  discretion,  require  an 
Environmental  Impact  Assessment  (E.I. A.)  report  for  projects  that  may 
have  significant  environmental  impact.     The  Energy  Resources  Conservation 
Board  has  responsibilities  under  its  statutes  to  ensure  environment 
conservation  in  energy  related  industries.     The  procedures  outlined  in 
this  information  letter  have  been  adopted  by  the  Board  and  Alberta 
Environment  to  ensure  the  effective  coordination  of  these  responsibilities 
and  to  clarify  the  role  of  E.I.A.s    and    of  Alberta  Environment  in  the 
Board's  hearing  procedures. 

Pursuant  to  Section  8  of  The  Land  Surface  Conservation  and  Reclamation 
Act,  the  Minister  of  the  Environment,  is  responsible  for  requiring 
E.I.A.s   on   energy  projectSo     Where  the  Minister  exercises  his  discretion 
and  requires  an  E.I. A.  on  an  energy  project  needing  Board  approval, 
the  required  E.I. A.  will  be  filed  with  Alberta  Environment  and  with  the 
Board  as  part  of  the  application.     The  public  information  program  which 
is  part  of  the  E.I. A.  process  will  be  coordinated  by  Alberta  Environment. 

The  Board  expects  to  continue  its  practice  of  appointing  senior  officers 
of  Alberta  Environment  as  acting  Board  members  to  hear  specific 
applications,  and  requesting  the  assistance  of  Alberta  Environment  staff 
in  determining  that  an  application  is  complete  and  suitable  for  a  public 
hearing.     At  hearings.  Alberta  Environment  staff  will  assist  the  Board 
in  cross-examination  of  applicants  and  intervenors. 

As  is  currently  required  by  several  statutes  administered  by  the  Board, 
the  Minister  of  the  Environment  must  give  his  approval  of  the  application 
as  it  affects  matters  pertaining  to  the  environment. 
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Developers  may  expect  to  be  required  to  submit  E.I.A.s    for  the 
following  types  of  projects: 

1.  New  major  sour  gas  processing  plants. 

2.  New  underground  or  surface  coal  mining  projects. 

3.  New  hydro  and  thermal  power  plants. 

4.  New  oil  sands  mining  projects  and  associated 
processing  facilities. 

5.  New  major  insitu  oil  sands  projects. 

6.  New  large  scale  industrial  facilities  requiring 
industrial  development  permits. 

7.  New  major  pipelines. 

8.  New  major  transmission  lines. 

Alberta  Environment  and  the  Board  expect  to  issue  specific  guidelines 
by  project  type  respecting  the  content  of  E.I.A.s    as    quickly  as 
possible,  and  before  the  end  of  1980.     It  is  intended  that  the  guide- 
lines will  enable  applicants  to  identify  early  in  their  planning  the 
specific  type  of  information  expected  to  be  filed  with  the  application. 
The  guidelines  will  also  provide  further  clarification  of  the  types 
of  projects  requiring  E.I.A.s   having    regard  to  project  size,  location, 
and  other  matters. 

It  remains  in  the  developer's  interest  to  have  early  discussions  with 
Alberta  Environment  and  the  Board  respecting  specific  requirements  for 
individual  projects.
